Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant is correct, the prior art does not clearly 
provide for a spring biased latch. However, this is not claimed. The actual claim, only requires that the protruding member of the sulky be 
capable of coupling to a spring biased latch. It is well known that links can be either the one applicant assumes, or can be spring biased, 
like spring biased link used, for example, on a backpack holding ski poles. Applicant's argument in re "directly coupled to the spring biased 
latch" is unclear. Is it "coupled" or "connected"? It appears that applicant's arguments are made as if "connected" was recited. 
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
